We nev er did get one, but that 
ha# nev er changed our lov e for 
Ute handsome smmals. 
Horseback riding is s challenge 
to the rider’s wit and skill, as well 
as being just plain fun (we won’t 
mention the part about good ex er­ 
cise for both man and beastl, ev en 
for beginners—of all ages 
Riding can be quite an adv ent­ 
ure, too, in many way *—although 
not in a couple of the way * we’v e 
had them, we hope! 
* * * 
Got lost way back ta the Ozark 
HiHs of Missouri one time, with 
our companion thrown from the 
not-quite-broken chestnut horse she 
was riding. 
She was an ex pert rider and had 
been confident she could handle the 
horse, and. despite the owner’s 
doubts, had talked the man into 
allowing her to take the horse out 
on the trail. He was her fav orite 
and she* lov ed his spirit. 
The horse threw her, back ta 
the hill# about IO miles from no­ 
where. Unhurt, she picked herself 
up—but to catch that horse was a 
real game of wit. 
He wou ldn't let the other horse 
and 
rider—me—near 
him. 
He'd 
dance ahead, ju st ou t of reach, 
well pleased with himself. Finally 
had to dismou nt, tie my horse to 
a bu sh—which he almost pu lled ou t 
by the roots—and sneak u p on 
foot to catch him. Then we rode 
back—fou nd ou r way back—to civ ­ 
ilization. none the worse for the 
m ishap-and back for more the 
nex t day .

We think horseback riding’s got 
it. 
It helps teach lov e of animals, 
kindness, u nderstanding, thou ght­ 
fu lness, gentleness, a caring abou t 
and consideration for needs of oth­ 
er beings, good qu alities which 
can’t help ov erlapping into hu man 
relations. 
Treat a horse badly , u nfairly , u n­ 
kindly , 
rou ghly —and 
he’ll 
v ery 
likely let y ou know abou t it—in no 
u ncertain terms. He won't cov er 
it u p with a pained smile or “ Oh, 
that’s 
all 
right, 
it 
didn’t 
hurt 
much.”

end—in

cord. Bu t some ex perts say the 
su bterranean laby rinth 6 5 miles 
northwest of Las Vegas someday 
may be the site for testing of an 
u ltimate 
weapon: 
the 
neu tron 
bomb. 
The neu tron dev ice, y ears away 
from the testing stage, is env i­ 
sioned as a weapon which wou ld 
destroy people bu t spare property . 
Theories 
Scientists theorize that the bomb, 
triggered abov e grou nd by a small 
blast, cou ld loose a deadly ram 


of raidioactiv ity , penetrating sev ­ 
eral feet of earth or concrete to 
kill or maim.

Sheik Mu barak a1 Jabar a1 
Sabah, 29 , British-trained nephew 
of Ku wait's ru ler, declared in an 
interv iew: “We will defend ou r 
cou ntry with all the power we 
possess.” 
Mu barak spoke to this corres 
pondent at the adv ance headqu ar 
ter# of the three-nation Ku wait 
defense force—a closely gu arded 
desert fort. 
British Soldiers 
British soldiers stripped to the 
waist and Ku waiti troops in flow 
ing headgear stood on watch with 
rifles and machine gu ns u nder the 
blazing desert su n.
